They tell a lot of stories about the old Wells 
Fargo company and a lot of them are just 
made-up. But did you ever hear the one that 
the old timers tell, around the Mother Lode 
country about Wells Fargo's practical joker? 

Seems that he was a schoolteacher. He had 
been an officer in the Civil War and then along 
about 1875 had drifted out West where he 
wasn't good for much except teaching school. 
In appearance, he might have been a banker, 
though. He always dressed well, kept his gray 
mustache trimmed and his wiry body in good 
shape. He was a high-class, educated, dapper 
and, intelligent middle-gged man who had only 
one failing — he loved practical jokes. 

That's how his connection with Wells Fargo 
came about — as a sort of a joke. 

One evening he was jogging along the road 
after school when he heard the stage slipping 
its wheels down-grade beyond a turn ahead of 
him.

the fellow a scare. So he hid his horse in the 
bushes, tied his kerchief over his face, and 
broke off a mesquite branch about the size 
and shape of a pistol. 

When the stage came alongside 1 , he stepped 
out into the road and ordered the driver to 
halt. There wasn't any shotgun man aboard by 
a freak of luck, and the driver looked really 
scared, so the Joker yelled, "Throw out the 
box'" 

That driver just reached down and pulled 
out one of those old-fashioned Wells Fargo 
bullion boxes from under the seat and heaved 
it over. Then he grabbed his whip and laid 
one on the horses and rattled out of there fast.

The time came, though, when he wasn't fast 
enough. One day a boy got on the stage to ride 
a short way out to a patch of ground where the 
hunting was good. He had his squirrel rifle with 
him, and when he came near the hunting 
ground he swung off while the stage went on 
around the next curve where the joker was 
waiting for it. 

The boy heard the sound of the sledge being 
used on the box and thought it meant that the 
stage had broken down and the driver was 
making repairs, so he went on around the 
curve. At that moment the Joker was making 
off down the road with the loot in a sack in his 
hand.
